Our Nurseries, 
Covering 600 Acres, witha large amount of glass, are in the immediate vicinity of West 
Chester, which is situated twenty-seven miles west of Philadelphia, and with which we have 
nearly hourly communication by two railroads—one a direct road, the other a branch of the 
Pennsylvania Central, and from which we have a siding to our packing-house. By the latter 
route we are enabled to ship to all parts of the country, without transfer in Philadelphia, 
and at very low rates to distant points.

The Packing Season

opened, yet when planted they will give entire satisfaction.
